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Mayor’s  Inaugural  Address,  January  6,  1992 
Michael  E.  Capuano 


Before  I begin,  I would  like  to  introduce  a few  people.  I’d  like  to  start  with  our 
Master  of  Ceremonies  tonight  — Robert  Trahan.  Bob  is  not  only  a proficient  orator, 
he  is  also  the  best  damn  DPW  Commissioner  I could  have  asked  for  in  these  times.  He 
has  done  so  much  more  with  so  much  less  that  it*s  frightening.  Thanks  for  two  great 
years,  Bob,  and  thanks  for  tonight’s  efforts. 

Next  I would  like  my  parents,  Andrew  and  Rita  Capuano,  to  take  a bow.  And 
ready  to  head  back  South  for  the  winter,  my  in-laws,  Anthony  and  Mary  Teebaggy. 
And  the  two  best-behaved  and  best-dressed  boys  in  the  world,  my  sons  Michael  and 
Joseph  Capuano.  And  of  course  my  best  friend,  my  wife  Barbara  Capuano. 

First,  I would  like  to  thank  all  of  you  for  this  opportunity  to  continue  the  work 
we  have  begun  during  our  first  two  years.  The  first  term  for  any  new  Adminishation  is 
never  enough  to  finalize  much,  especially  during  tough  times. 

Because  of  this  face,  your  faith  in  me  to  continue  on  in  this  position  had  to  be 
based  on  pure  trust,  in  me  and  in  this  Administration...  Thank  You. 

As  I stated  after  the  election,  your  overwhelming  vote  of  confidence  says  more 
than  just:  “You  like  what  we  have  done.”  It  was  also  a loud  and  clear  declaration  that 
you  will  NEVER  return  to  the  divisive  tactics  used  by  the  old  political  machines. 
Somerville  is  better  than  that,  and  you  proved  it  in  November. 

As  we  enter  1992,  the  year  we  will  celebrate  Somerville’s  150th  anniversary  as 
an  independent  community,  I come  before  you  to  report  where  we  have  been  in  the 
last  two  years,  where  we  are  at  the  moment  and  where  we  hope  to  go. 

The  simple  version  of  that  report  is  brief.  It  revolves  around  the  same  topic  that 
has  overshadowed  every  other  subject  in  the  last  two  years:  the  economic  crisis  in 
America. 

During  the  last  two  years  we  have  been  through  one  of  the  toughest  economic 
times  in  memory.  We  are  currently  in  the  midst  of  the  longest  recession  since  the 
Great  Depression.  We  hope  to  emerge  from  these  times  ready  to  take  full  advantage  of 
the  next  economic  boom.  Easy  to  say...  harder  to  accomplish. 

Now  for  the  longer  version  of  those  answers,  the  much  longer  version 

As  I thought  about  this  speech,  the  long  litany  of  this  Administration's 
successes  kept  coming  to  mind.  But  such  speeches  leave  me  cold  because  they  don't 
talk  about  the  truly  important  issues  that  transcend  the  more  obvious,  immediate 
victories.  They  don’t  talk  about  what  we  are  and  what  we  hope  to  become. 
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Besides,  I expect  that  most  of  you  already  know  that  list  as  well  as  I do.  After 
all,  you  heard  them  enough  during  the  recent  campaign.  Therefore,  although  I will 
certainly  list  some  of  our  accomplishments,  this  speech  will  follow  a different  route 
than  most  Mayoral  inaugurals. 

Two  years  ago  I laid  before  you  a set  of  bold  new  ideas  that  we  hoped  to  address.  I 
also  warned  you  of  the  coming  fiscal  crisis  and  the  impact  it  would  have  on  both 
those  ideas  and  on  the  more  mundane  aspects  of  local  government. 

Indeed,  we  have  made  lots  of  progress  on  the  ideas  I set  forth.  But  my  fiscal 
warnings  turned  out  to  be  all  too  accurate  and  Somerville  has  been  dealt  the  same 
setbacks  as  every  other  community. 

Yes,  the  Environmental  Strike  Force  has  accomplished  much  of  what  it  set  out  to 
do.  We  finally  settled  the  billboard  case  to  the  benefit  of  our  community.  The 
Boynton  Yards  and  Assembly  Square  Revitalization  Projects  are  making  measurable 
progress. 

Curbside  recycling  has  finally  come  to  Somerville  and  we’ve  made  sure  it  makes 
fiscal  sense.  Most  municipal  purchasing  is  now  truly  centralized,  personnel  matters 
are  handled  professionally  and  recent  reevaluation  was  done  completely  in  house.  All 
of  this  has  saved  literally  millions  of  dollars. 

We  have  seen  lots  of  business  development  across  the  City  despite  tough  times, 
from  Somerville  Avenue  to  the  Southern  Junior  High  site  to  the  Belotti  Oldsmobile 
site  and  more. 

We  finally  have  a first-class  Tot-Lot  for  our  youngest  citizens.  We  have  new 
soccer  fields  scheduled  to  open  in  the  summer  and  we  have  finally  gained  the  right  to 
improve  the  old  Railroad-Right-of-Way  from  Davis  Square  to  Lowell  Street  from  the 
MBTA. 

We  have  strictly  enforced  employee  accountability  rules  to  improve  productivity 
— not  so  much  to  punish  the  few  bad  apples  but  rather  to  let  the  many  more  good 
workers  know  that  their  dedication  and  efforts  are  respected  by  the  citizens  and  the 
city  government. 

And  we  have  gained  Somerville  a new  respect  from  Wall  Street  in  the  form  of  a 
better  Bond  Rating  that  will  result  in  millions  of  dollars  saved  for  many  years  to 
come. 

And,  yes,  all  this  has  been  accomplished  during  two  years  of  declining  revenue 
and  unending  increases  in  inflation  and  fixed  costs.  As  you  can  see,  most  of  our 
accomplishments  center  around  doing  more  with  less. 

We  have  been  able  to  do  this  for  many  reasons.  Foremost  in  my  mind  is  the  fact 
that  every  Department  Head  I hired  lives  in  Somerville.  Many  grew  up  here  and  many 
are  raising  their  children  here. 
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This  commitment  to  local  people  ensures  that  those  running  the  government 
must  live  with  the  consequences  of  their  actions.  Their  concern  for  wbat  their  friends 
and  neighbors  might  say  means  more  than  anything  I could  ever  say,  and  that’s  the 
way  it  should  be. 

This  commitment  to  Somerville  people  will  continue  as  long  as  I am  Mayor.  Our 
people  can  run  the  City  just  fine.  We  don’t  need  to  hire  technocrats  from  Texas  to 
give  out  parking  tickets  or  colonels  from  Tennessee  to  plow  our  streets 

But  we  all  know  that  City  employees  alone  cannot  get  Somerville  through  these 
times.  We  must  have  the  support  and  personal  involvement  of  the  people  of 
Somerville.  And  I am  proud  to  say  that  Somerville  citizens  have  met  that  challenge  at 
every  opportunity. 

Hundreds  of  people  have  helped  clean  up  their  parks,  school  yards  and 
neighborhoods.  Many  more  came  out  to  help  get  our  expanded  drop-off  center  and 
curbside  recycling  program  going.  Still  more  helped  out  with  the^planting  of  flower 
bulbs  across  the  City.  In  every  neighborhood  we  have  gone  into,  people  have 
enthusiastically  gotten  involved  with  Neighborhood  Crime  Watches. 

People  have  even  dug  deeper  into  their  own  pockets  to  help  out  their  more  needy 
neighbors.  Proof  of  this  has  come  in  many  ways,  including  the  success  of  our  new 
charity,  the  HomeFirst  Corporation,  which  was  formed  solely  to  raise  money  for 
local  non-profit  organizations.  In  just  one  year  they  raised  over  $35,000  which  was 
donated  directly  to  Somerville  non-profits  such  as  the  YMCA,  Boys  and  Girls  Club, 
the  Respond  Shelter  for  Battered  Women,  Project  Soup  and  Fuel  Assistance. 

Businesses  have  also  joined  the  parade  by  donating  generously  of  their  supplies 
and  money.  Their  record  of  community  involvement  should  make  every  citizen 
proud. 

So,  in  a nutshell,  we  have  been  through  some  hard  times  and  we  are  currently 
surviving  because  of  the  hard  work  and  dedication  of  this  Administration  and  the 
personal  commitment  of  the  people  of  Somerville  to  their  community. 

How  about  where  we  hope  to  go...  Well,  one  of  the  first  things  we  must  do  is  to 
provide  some  degree  of  centralization  and  coordination  for  all  those  wisning  to 
volunteer  their  time  for  some  worthy  local  purpose. 

By  doing  so,  we  hope  to  increase  the  productivity  of  those  already  committed,  to 
encourage  more  people  to  help  out  and  to  offer  a broader  range  of  options  for  those 
who  have  something  to  offer  the  community. 

We  must  work  to  bring  our  residents  together  in  many  other  ways  too.  One  of 
the  most  important  and  potentially  divisive  issues  facing  Somerville  today  is  the 
racial  and  ethnic  intolerance  of  a few  individuals,  both  white  and  black. 
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Somerville  has  always  been  one  of  the  first  homes  to  new  Americans.  In  fact,  it 
has  always  been  one  of  our  proudest  traditions.  Today  we  are  experiencing  a new 
wave  of  immigration  in  Somerville.  They  come  for  the  same  reason  my  grandparents 
and  your  parents  or  grandparents  came  here  — to  improve  their  lives  and  the  lives  of 
their  children 

It’s  nothing  new  that  some  existing  residents  of  any  community  will  not 
welcome  newcomers:  “Harps,”  “Guineas,”  “Herring  Chokers.”  All  these  words  and 
the  feelings  behind  them  originated  from  people  who  tried  to  deny  to  newcomers  what 
their  own  ancestors  had  already  enjoyed:  the  freedom  and  opportunities  of  America. 

Well,  I for  one  will  not  tolerate  bigotry  against  anyone  who  is  simply  trying  to 
improve  their  lives  in  a peaceful  way,  and  I firmly  believe  that  most  true  sons  and 
daughters  of  Somerville  feel  the  same  way.  In  particular,  we  will  not  tolerate  any 
form  of  violence,  by  or  against  either  newcomers  or  long-time  residents. 

Anyone,  black  or  white,  who  engages  in  a violent  act  of  any  kind  will  be  treated 
in  the  most  severe  manner  we  can  arrange.  This  is  not  just  a promise  from  Mike 
Capuano,  citizen,  or  Mike  Capuano,  Mayor.  It  also  comes  from  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  the  School  Committee,  the  Chief  of  Police,  the  District  Attorney,  and  the 
Somerville  District  Court.  This  community  has  come  together  in  many  ways  to 
address  our  internal  problems  and  we  will  work  them  out. 

One  simple  suggestion  comes  from  the  Mayor’s  Task  Force  on  Racism  and 
Violence.  They  have  proposed  a Pledge  for  all  interested  persons  to  sign.  It  reads  as 
follows: 


“Somerville  owes  its  rich  tradition  of  diversity  to  the  thousands  of 
immigrants  who  have  made  their  homes  here.  In  the  spirit  of  this 
tradition,  COUNT  ON  ME  to  accept  my  responsibility  for  making 
Somerville  a decent  place  in  which  to  live  and  work;  to  treat  others 
with  respect,  listen  to  them  and  try  to  understand  their  concerns; 
to  refrain  from  using  violence  as  a means  of  settling  disputes;  to 
speak  out  against  any  bigoted  statements,  jokes  or  actions  that  I 
encounter,  and  to  recognize,  support  and  defend  the  Human  and 
Civil  Rights  of  all.” 


Here  and  now  I sign  this  pledge  and  begin  the  next  step  in  our  journey  to 
understanding.  One  issue  we  cannot  address  on  our  own  but  one  which  will  certainly 
affect  our  future  is  the  endless  economic  crisis  in  America. 

The  current  recession  (or  is  it  depression?)  is  robbing  us  of  our  dignity  and  of  our 
freedom.  It  is  setting  us  against  one  another  and  it  is  providing  the  fertilizer  for 
restless  young  minds  that  may  wander  into  undesirable  territory.

No,  Somerville  cannot  solve  these  problems  alone,  but  we  can  and  must 
participate  in  the  discussion  and  the  search  for  a solution.  How,  you  ask?

Start  with  a vote  in  the  Presidential  Election.  Many  of  the  reasons  for  this 
situation  begin  in  Washington,  D.C.  For  the  last  twelve  years  we  have  had  a Federal 
government  that  has  continuously  cut  taxes  for  the  rich  while  eliminating  programs 
for  the  poor  and  reducing  opportunities  for  the  working  class. 

I for  one  say  that’s  enough*  We  put  them  there,  and  we  can  get  rid  of  them,  I 
want  a Federal  and  State  government  that  cares  about  the  problems  facing  real 
Americans  every  day.  I want  a government  that  cares  about  us  first.  I want  the  rich  to 
pay  their  fair  share.  I want  progressive  taxation.  I want  domestic  programs  funded.  I 
want  j >bs  for  America,  jobs  for  New  England  and  jobs  for  Somerville. 

The  only  way  to  get  these  things  is  to  vote  for  them  — - beginning  with  the 
Presidency,  then  the  Congress,  the  Governor*  and  finally  the  State  Legislature. 
While  we  wait  for  Federal  or  State  solutions,  all  cities  and  towns  have  no  choice  but 
to  play  the  cards  we  are  dealt.  And  at  this  time  that  hand  doesn’t  look  good. 

One  day  we  read  about  a billion-dollar  shortfall.  Then  we  read  about  excess  tax 
collections.  Then  we  read  about  another  expected  State  revenue  shortfall  again  next 
year.  Who  can  we  believe?  I wish  I knew. 

But  we  have  heard  it  all  before.  And  each  time  it  has  resulted  in  deeper  cuts  for 
cities  like  Somerville.  By  now  I’m  certain  you  all  know  we  lost  $14  million  in  State 
Aid  in  the  last  two  years.  Somerville  has  made  all  of  the  so-called  “easy”  cuts.  All 
that  is  left  is  real  pain. 

I will  not  talk  about  specifics  tonight,  but  I am  compelled  to  sound  the  warning 
bell  one  more  time.  It  looks  like  more  cuts  are  coming  and  our  options  are  running 
out.  It  looks  like  Fiscal  Year  1993  will  bring  more  pain  and  suffering  to  our 
community,  not  less. 

If  I am  correct  again,  and  I desperately  hope  that  I am  not,  we  will  need  your 
suggestions,  your  understanding  and  your  prayers  one  more  time.  I cannot  promise 
magical  solutions  should  more  cuts  come.  In  fact,  I cannot  even  begin  to  suggest 
ways  cf  dealing  with  another  round  of  significant  cuts. 

I can  only  promise  what  I have  always  delivered:  honesty,  openness  and  our  best 
efforts  to  address  the  needs  of  all  citizens  of  Somerville.  Another  issue  that  will 
confront  all  of  us  during  the  next  two  years  will  be  education  reform. 

I don’t  have  all  the  answers  on  this  issue  either.  All  I know  is  that  the  system  we 
have  now  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  Please  don’t  confuse  or  twist  that  statement.  I 
firmly  believe  that  Somerville’s  school  system  is  as  good  as  any.  Certainly  there  is 
lots  of  room  for  improvement  in  Somerville  to?.  It’s  just  that  we  are  no  further  from 
perfect  than  any  other  community  in  Massachusetts. 

roi  example,  our  average  class  size  and  per-student  spending  compares  very 
favoiebly  with  the  wealthiest  communities  in  the  State.  In  m>  opinion,  the 
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educational  system  of  the  entire  country  needs  radical  improvement.  Somerville  is  no 
exception. 

These  beliefs  have  led  me  to  several  actions.  Last  year  I taught  a class  at 
Somerville  High  School  to  see  firsthand  what’s  going  on  in  our  schools.  This  year  I 
have  accepted  an  invitation  to  serve  on  the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Association’s 
Task  Force  on  Educational  Reform  to  review  the  various  suggestions  being  discussed. 

One  major  issue  we  will  be  watching  is  the  Governor’s  promise  of  $200  million 
more  for  education.  Where  will  that  money  come  from?  If  it  comes  from  State  Aid 
now  used  to  support  our  Police  and  Fire,  then  that  does  not  help  our  situation  and  is 
not  acceptable. 

If  it  comes  from  State  services  such  as  Mental  Health,  it  does  not  help.  It  does 
not  help  Somerville  if  their  response  to  such  cuts  are  to  close  more  State  Hospitals 
and  dump  more  patients  back  onto  the  streets. 

On  the  local  level,  I have  asked  the  Law  Department  to  draft  several  Local 
Initiatives  relative  to  education  reform  which  will  be  discussed  in  the  near  future. 
Even  if  the  State  or  Federal  governments  can’t  get  much  done,  we  can  certainly  try  to 
do  our  best. 

Finally,  I will  continue  my  efforts  on  the  School  Committee  and  as  Mayor  to 
ensure  that  money  is  spent  wisely  and  for  purposes  related  to  real  education. 

In  addition  to  all  these  larger  issues,  our  efforts  to  position  Somerville  to  take 
advantage  of  the  next  economic  boom,  whenever  it  may  come,  will  continue  in  many 
forms. 

We  will  continue  our  efforts  to  revitalize  our  major  commercial  areas  such  as  the 
Boynton  Yards  and  Assembly  Square.  We  will  actually  do  the  long-awaited 
reconstruction  of  Highland  Avenue.  And  we  hope  to  begin  what  should  be  an  equally 
long  process  for  Somerville  Avenue.  The  more  we  can  do  to  prepare,  the  faster 
Somerville  can  come  out  of  the  recession  ahead  of  similar  communities. 

And  the  final  specific  for  the  upcoming  year  I wish  to  mention  is  our 
anniversary.  In  March,  it  will  be  150  years  since  Somerville  broke  away  from 
Boston  to  form  its  own  community. 

A Special  Committee  has  already  held  several  meetings  to  plan  the  celebration 
activities.  We  invite  all  interested  persons  to  help  plan  and  run  the  many  events  that 
will  take  place  during  this  celebration  year. 

If  we  hope  to  address  all  these  issues,  big  and  small,  more  than  anything  else  we 
must  all  pledge  to  work  together.  We  cannot  let  politics  or  personalities  block  our 
path.  We  need  not  constantly  agree  on  every  solution  but  we  must  always  be  willing 
to  listen  to  and  respect  the  opinions  of  every  faction. 
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I have  always  had  this  type  of  relationship  with  the  Public.  And  the  only 
promise  I have  ever  made  has  been  to  continue  my  open,  honest  approach.  During 
my  first  term,  I have  also  had  such  a relationship  with  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  On 
almost  every  issue  the  Public  has  teen  the  real  beneficiary  of  this  approach.  I hope 
the  situation  will  continue  and  I see  no  reason  why  it  should  not. 

My  relationship  with  the  School  Committee  has  been  a little  less  than  perfect. 
The  reasons  are  many.  I see  my  responsibilities  as  covering  all  aspects  of  municipal 
government,  including  the  schools.  They  seem  to  feel  that  my  role,  in  the  schools 
should  be  limited. 

Even  though  we  may  hold  some  fundamentally  opposite  beliefs  , I have  always 
found  the  members  of  the  Committee  to  do  what  they  think  is  best  for  the  City’s 
children.  I am  certain  that  our  mutual  commitment  to  education  will  never  waiver  and 
I look  forward  to  more  educationally  substantive  progress  over  the  next  two  years. 

In  closing,  I would  like  to  repeat  the  ending  of  my  first  Inaugural  Speech.  It  is 
still  relevant  today: 

There  have  been  tough  times  before  — and  together,  we  made  it  through.,  and 
the  good  times  always  returned.  As  long  as  we  work  together,  like  the  family  we 
really  are,  we  will  always  find  the  right  path  to  a better  life  for  all  of  us.  And  if  we 
cannot  find  it,  then  we  will  build  it  from  scratch. 

Sometimes,  traveling  this  path  will  take  courage.  For  very  little  that  is 
worthwhile  comes  easy  and  few  great  advances  are  without  risk. 

Simply  because  there  are  risks,  we  should  not  avoid  the  right  path.  For  as  the 
philosopher  Goethe  said-  “Whatever  you  can  do,  or  dream  you  can,  begin  it. 
Boldness  has  genius,  power  and  magic  in  it.”  I look  forward  to  serving  you,  my 
friends  and  fellow  citizens,  for  another  two  years. 

Thank  you  for  placing  your  trust  and  confidence  in  me.  Guiding  us  through  these 
difficult  times  will  certainty  be  the  biggest  challenge  of  my  life. 

Finally,  thank  you  for  your  attention  and  your  support,  and  thank  you  for  being 
here  tonight.

The  services  of  the  Executive  Office  of  Communications  include: 

1 . Oversee  the  city’s  fiber  optic  based  telephone  system  — During 
1991  city  telephone  services  have  been  reduced  through  effective  management. 
Cost  accounting  has  become  an  integral  part  of  city  business.  Also,  the 
expansion  included  a revamped  telephone  configuration  for  the  Fire  Alarm 
Division  to  enhance  public  safety  response  time.  During  1991  the  Executive 
Office  of  Communications  developed  guidelines,  for  the  implementation  for  the 
enhanced  911  emergency  telephone  service. 

2.  Oversee  and  negotiate  cable  television  contract  — The  Director  of  the 
Office  of  Communications  acts  as  the  Mayor’s  principal  negotiator  for  a new 
cable  television  contract.  The  City  and  the  Community  Cable  Television 
Advisory  Board  held  public  meetings  to  investigate  the  past  practices  of  the  cable 
television  provider  to  the  citizens  of  Somerville.  The  Executive  Office  of 
Communications  issued  a “request  for  proposal”  for  a new  cable  television 
contract.  If  implemented  during  the  next  year  the  new  cable  television  contract 
will  provide  Somerville  residents  with  a senior  citizen  discount,  a state-of-the-art 
cable  television  system  and  funding  for  PEG  Access. 

3.  Administer  the  city’s  radio  communications  network  — Cost 
savings  of  close  to  100%  were  realized  in  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  city’s 
radio  infrastructure.  Furthermore,  the  Executive  Office  of  Communications 
designed  and  implemented  a new  radio  system  for  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
Traffic  and  Parking  Department,  School  Department,  Administration  and  Election 
Departments.  Additional  radio  resources  were  purchased  and  a three-year 
recapitalization  plan  was  put  into  effect. 

4.  Manage  and  product  programming  for  City  Cable  Channel  16  — 
Despite  budget  cutbacks  City  Cable  16  produced  additional  programming.  Some 
of  the  programming  included  a live  Candidates  Forum  for  statewide  office  seekers. 
Other  shows  included  The  Mayor’s  Report,  The  Aldermen’s  Hour,  The  School 
Committee  Forum  and  Election  Watch  1991,  as  well  as  innovative  programming 
for  the  city’s  youth. 

5.  Perform  all  public  relations  duties  for  Mayor  Capuano  and  City  — 
The  consistent  dissemination  of  public  information  is  a critical  function  of  the 
Executive  Office  of  Communications.  Through  the  city’s  news  publications, 
television  productions  and  electronic  bulletin  board,  citizens  were  kept  up-to-date 
on  the  happenings  in  their  city.

To  The  Honorable,  The  Mayor  & The  Board  of  Aldermen: 

The  Recreation  Commission  clearly  provides  an  essential  “Service”  to  program 
participants,  who  continue  to  subscribe  to  its  calendar  of  events  and  activities.  The 
Department  is,  at  best,  revenue  neutral;  that  is  to  say,  we  can  only  hope  individual 
programming  will  defray  most  of  its  direct  operating  expenses.  Adult  programs, 
whose  individual  and  team  members  can  trace  their  participation  back  ten,  twenty, 
even  thirty  years  or  more,  make  an  economic  decision  to  annually  belong.  Children, 
however,  depend  on  a parent  or  guardian  to  get  over  the  hurdles  of  participation  when 
and  where  registration  fees  become  an  issue. 

Traditionally,  most  school-aged  programming  offered  by  the  Somerville 
Recreation  Commission  has  never  carried  much,  if  any,  of  a membership  charge. 
Rec’s  Summer  Playgrounds,  Youth  Athletic  Leagues  & Clinics,  and  individual  sport 
and  crafts  instruction  charge  for  supplies,  but  not  the  cost  of  leadership.  The 
Commission  has  clung  to  its  founding  philosophy  of  “maximum  participation  for 
all”  and  has  received  constant  support  in  all  areas  from  the  Executive  Department,  the 
Mayor  and  every  Department  Head,  over  the  past  two  troubled  financial  years. 
However,  when  Local  Aid  is  cut  to  the  tune  of  $16,000,000  over  two  years  by  a State 
Government  insensitive  to  anything  but  its  own  balance  sheets,  a city  or  town  finds 
itself  fortunate  to  have  a Recreation  Department  at  all.  Consequently,  our  hit  for  the 
past  two  Municipal  allocations  has  been  a 25%  reduction  in  operating  funds.  A total 
of  $119,509! 

The  Fiscal  ’91  cut  had  targeted  mostly  our  Summer  Playground  program  with  a 
reduction  of  17  part-time  leadership  positions.  The  Fiscal  ’92  cut  went  much  deeper 
as  the  number  of  playground  leaders  dropped  to  an  all-time  low  of  21  Leaders, 
Ordinary  Maintenance  was  cut  over  66%,  and  a full-time  Supervisor  was  laid  off  for 
three  months.  School-year  programming  was  reduced  in  terms  of  part-time  staffing, 
length  of  seasons  and  individual  hours  of  operation.  The  squeeze  to  meet  the  bottom 
line  hit  every  area  of  the  Department’s  operation. 

The  1990’s  will  see  a dramatic  change  in  the  face  of  Somerville.  The  large,  late- 
80’ s influx  of  poor  and  minority  people  from  the  inner  city  and  foreign  countries  will 
make  low-  and  no-cost  programming  essential,  if  a quality  leisure-time  existence  is  to 
be  achieved  by  every  resident.  Somerville’s  demographics  could  well  see  a more 
pronounced  pyramid  income  structure  established,  where  only  those  at  the  very  top 
can  afford  to  subscribe  and  participate  in  recreation  and  culture-related  municipal 
activities.  While  the  “Rec”  can  be  run  like  a business,  it  is  not,  in  the  true  sense,  a 
business.  Departments  such  as  Traffic  and  Parking  and/or  Water  have  the  ability  to 
generate  much-needed  revenue;  our  goal  is  maximum  participation  at  minimal  cost  for 
everyone  until  so  instructed  otherwise.

I herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of  Weights  and  Measures 
for  the  year  1991. 

During  the  past  year  this  department  went  through  a major  change  with  the 
retirement  of  Sealer  Edwin  L.  Mallard  on  December  1,  1991  after  44  years  of  service. 
As  Senior  Deputy  I was  promoted  to  that  position.  Due  to  a bad  economic  situation  it 
was  decided  not  to  fill  the  vacant  Deputy’s  position,  making  this  now  a one-man 
Department. 

It  must  be  noted  that  this  department  in  the  late  forties  had  a Sealer  and  three 
Deputies.  It  maintained  that  strength  until  1963  when  Sealer  Casey  retired  and  Mr. 
Mallard  replaced  him.  The  vacant  Deputy’s  position  was  not  filled,  reducing  the 
personnel  to  one  Sealer  and  two  Deputies.  When  Deputy  Farrell  retired  in  1980  the 
Department  was  reduced  to  two  men.  With  the  latest  reduction  we  are  now  a one-man 
department.  Whether  or  not  it  is  physically  possible  to  perform  all  the  duties  required 
by  State  and  local  ordinance  cannot  be  answered  at  this  time.  We  have  had  new  store 
openings,  and  one  gas  station  just  increased  its  number  of  pumps  from  12  to  24. 
However,  I appreciate  the  opportunity  to  serve  as  Sealer  and  I will  do  my  best  to 
perform  all  the  duties  as  required  by  law.

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Veterans’  Services  Department  for  Fiscal  Year  July  1, 
1990  through  June  30,  1991  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted.  Appended  thereto  is 
a financial  recapitulation  of  veterans’  benefit  expenditures  made  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  1 15,  Mass.  General  Laws. 

Total  veterans’  benefits  expenditures  were  $94,455.55,  as  shown  on  the 
following  sheet.  The  major  portion  of  benefit  payments  were  in  the  form  of  direct 
cash  assistance  for  needy  veterans  and/or  their  dependents.  Other  payments  were 
made  to  provide  medical  or  burial  services  in  behalf  of  indigent  recipients.  The  Mass. 
Dept,  of  Veterans’  Services  will  reimburse  the  city  approximately  $70,616.73  of 
the  total  amount  as  stated  above. 

In  addition  to  our  regular  veterans’  benefit  cases,  this  department  acted  as  power 
of  attorney  and  processed  Federal  claims  for  56  individual  V.A.  claims  last  year.  Of 
these  claims  we  were  credited  with  obtaining  a total  of  $171,430.00  in  V.A. 
benefit  payments  for  local  veterans  and  their  dependents.  Of  the  above  stated  amount 
a total  of  $89,403.00  was  paid  by  the  V.A.  in  retroactive  benefit  payments. 

Total  V.A.  payments  to  Somerville  veterans  and  survivors  for  FY90-91 
amounted  to  slightly  more  than  $6,000,000.00. 

On  behalf  of  the  members  of  this  Department,  the  claimants,  and  families  we 
service,  I extend  our  appreciation  and  gratitude  to  you,  Mr.  Mayor,  and  the  members 
of  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen,  for  your  courtesy  and  concern  for  those  who 
honorably  served  our  country  in  its  time  of  need  at  great  cost  and  personal  sacrifice.
